One of the greatest markets for 
agricultural implements in Canada is 
the Northwest. I have been looking 
into the question of freight rates and 
I find that the freight rates between 
Chicago and Winnipeg upon agricul- 
tural implements are lower than they 
are between Hamilton and Winnipeg. 
Therefore, even if the duties upon 
raw materials were abolished, the 
Canadian manufacturer of agricultural 
implements would be at a disadvan 
tage with his American competitors, 
That being so, what would be the in- 
evitable result of the policy, advo- 
cated by hon. gentlemen opposite, of 

@ abglition of duties on all agricul- 
tural implements of every kind and 
natureYwhatsoever? The effect would 
be this: it would transfer the entire 
agricultural implement business of 
Canada\to the United States; it would 
depopulate some of the most thriving 
towns, and\|for what? That an Amer!- 
can trust wtimately might gain con- 
trol of \the Canadian market from east 
te west\and dictate prices at its own 
sweet will. 

Having regard to the highly develop- 
ed condition of this industry, and to 
the fact that it enjoys a drawback in 
respect of iron and steel, which are 
the principal products entering into 
the manufacture of agricultural im- 
plements, we have, after the most 
careful consideration, reached the 
conclusion that the duty upon harves 
ters, reapers, binders and mowers, 
which now stands at 17% per cent. 
in the customs tariff of 1907, can be 
reduced to 12% per cent, 

Lower Than Reciprocity 

That is 2% per cent. lower than the 
rates upon harvesters, reapers, bind 
ers and mowers proposed in the cele 
brated reciprocity agreement. Having 
regard to the cost of production of 
these implements in the United States 
and in Canada today, and having re: 
gard to the greater tonnage of the 
United States output, and to the dif 
fexnence in freight rates in favor of 
the United States manufacturers of 
those implements we have fixed upon 
as low a rate of duty as is reasonable

TREES FULL OF FAT. 


Some of Them Yield a Pretty Fair Sub- 
stitute For Butter. 

There are several trees that yield an 
oily substance much resembling butter 
and making a good substitute for it. 
Some of these grow in Europe, but the 
best known species are natives of Af- 
rica and Soutb America. 

Tbe Bassia butyracea, or the “shea 
butter.” as it is commonly called, 
grows wild on the west coast of Africa. 
The butter obtained from this tree is 
derived by pounding and pressing the 
seeds, which are three inches 
When extracted the oil assumes the 
consistency of butter and smells like 
chocolate. Not only is it an excellent 
article of food, but it is used extensive- 
ly for the making of soap and candles. 

The seeds of the crab tree of Brazil 
and Guiana are 70 per cent fat, and 
the “crab wood tallow” derived from 
them is excellent for the manufacture 
of candles and svuap. When boiled the 
tullow turns out yellow butter which 
contains a small quantity of strych- 
nine. The latter, however, is easily re 
Moved by protnged bog, 

From the nutmeg a useful fat is ob- 
tained. The nutmegs which have been 
broken or damaged by insects are 
roasted, ground und pressed for the 
fat, which is used for cosmetic and 
medicinal purposes, 

A tree abounding in the forests of 
Africa and called by Katlirs “chignite” 
} yields (from the fruit or bark. the exact 
source being unknown) a white butter 
like substance which constitutes an 
important article of commerce on that 
continent.—New York World,

Sleep indeed Is a “gentle thing.” It 
is the supremest form of rest. Our 
notions of rest during sleep, bowever, 
are likely to be a little upset when we 
;}come to survey the different postures 
assumed by various animals during 
bleep. 

To begin with the human race. The 
majority of mankind probably sleep 
lying upon the right or left side of the 
body and with the knees drawn up 
toward the chin. But certain African 
tribes, for example, lie upon the back 
with the head, or rather the back of 
the neck resting on a bar of wood sup 


ported on two short pillars 

The elephant, apparently invariably, 
}/and the horse commonly sleep stand- 
|Ing. This is really astonishing. Aside 
|from the apparent difficulty of malp- 
taining the balance of the body dur 
ing these long periods of unconscious- 
hess, one would have supposed that a 
/recumbent position in the cuse of both 
these animals was imperative. Cattle 
and their kind commonly sleep lying 
|}down and during many hours of the 


|day they lie down, as when chewing 
lthe cud, 
| More curious still there are creatures 


which invariably sleep hanging bead 
|downward suspended by their bind 
feet. The bats afford a case in point 
Among the birds we meet with the 
bame strange habit in the little bang- 


ing parrots of India and the Malayan 


|region. In this they differ from all 
}Other birds, which invariably sleep 
with the head turned tailward over 


the back and the beak thrust in among 
| the feathers between the wing and the 


| body, not under the wing, as is com- 
'monly believed. No explanation bas 
|ever been offered to account for this 


Strange habit. It is followed even by 
| the penguins, wherein the feathers are 
|s0 short as to fail completely to cover 
|even the back. Owls are, perhaps, the 
| only exception to the rule, 

And, by the way, the only other ant- 
|mals which thus turn the head back- 
ward after this fashion during sleep 
fre certain peculiar tortoises known 
as “side necked” tortoises. Certain 
birds sleep while resting on one leg. 
This curious pose is well seen in long 
legged birds like storks and gulls 
Ducks generally sleep on open water,

Some animals are said never to sleep 
and this because the eyes are never 
closed. The bares, snakes and fishes 
+ fre commonly supposed to enjoy this 

unenviable distinction. The notion is, 

however, quite erroneous, Whale and 
their kin are often quoted as sleepless 
creatures, It is supposed that if they 
| made this mistake they would prompt- 
, ly drown! 

As a rule darkness induces sleep. 
With many animals, however, the re 
verse is the case, as with the bats and 
owls, for example. This reversal of 
|the usual order has been brought 
| about by the nature of the feeding 
| habits. 


Finally one comes to the question, 
Where does sleep begin? This is by 
no means easily answered, One is in- 
clined to draw the line at the insects, 
But since all living things—plants as 
well as animals—display periodical 
states of quiescence, perhaps we shall 
be near the truth in regarding sleep 
4s upiversal among living things. Ia 
the case of plants it is enforced by 
; darkness, save in the case of many 
| bacteria and fungi, which, like evil 
deeds, grow under the cover of dark- 
hess.—Illustrated London News.
